Milwaukee—M>)_Tho crash of an' 


airplane here Thursday cost the lives 
of two persons. Miss Rose E. Hor- 
witz, 29, Milwaukee attorney promin- 
ent in politics and Charles Thayer 
Hall, 26-year-old aviator who operat- 
ed a commercial flying business were 
killed while Hall's father watched. 
Their plane went into a tailspin and 
crashed from an altitude of 2,400 feet 
as the pilot lost control. 


Both occupants were thrown clear 


of the plane as it fell 
earthward.

when watchers 


reached them, their bodies about 75 
feet from the wreckage.

Washington — Abraham Lincoln, 


ofton considered our greatest presi- 
dent, was nominated largely because 
his chief opponent was disliked by 
the anti-Catholic element and then 
elected only by a minority of the 
votes cast for president In Novem- 
ber.He vas nominated at a remarkable- 
convention opening at Chicago May 
16, 1860, which bears some resem- 
blance to the hectic Madison Square 
Garden convention of the Democrat? 
in 1924. 


Sixty delegates to that convention 


were later elected to congress and 
many became governors. David Wil- 
mot, of Proviso fame, was the key- 
noter. 
Invitations for Republican 


delegates had been sent broadcast. 
Ifew southerners dared accept, al- 
though slave-holding 'border statos 
were represented and Texas partlv 
so. Thousands of spectators pourerl 
into Chicago from the free state.*. 
It was the first convention to hav* 
a special hall built for It, the first 
to- attract and admit huge gallery 
crowds and the first with telegrapii 
instruments inside the hall. 


SEWARD FAVORED 


Almost until the time of the con- 


vention Senator William H. Seward 
of New Tork was expected to get the 
nomination. He had proved a w'se 
leader of the party's battles In the 
senate. 
Thurlow Weed 
had laid 


£he groundwork for him and William 
M. Evarts was to 
make eloquent 


speeches in his behalf. 


Lincoln had hardly been mention- 


ed. In 1859 he had said that he was 
ijnfit for the nomination and would 
not work for it, though lat»r he 
changed his mind. Hte friends had 
hoped for the -#ice presidential nom- 
ination. f 


But sentiment 
began to set in 


against Seward shortly before the 
convention. Horace Greeley,. editor 
of the powerful New Tork Tribune, 
was opposing him.

Menasha Friday morning. 


Mr. Hall explained the plan follow 


€d In Appleton, whereby the water 
plant Is "sold" through the schools, 
college, clubs and newspapers, ev 
ery effort being made to have peo 
plo inspect the plant to learn how it 
•works. 


Mr. Hall's address, Selling the Wa 


ter Works to the Public, follows: 


"The water works business is verj 


Important to the nation, the state 
and to the city it serves. Many wa- 
ter works superintendents 
do not 


fully realize their responsibility to 
the community they serve. This re- 
sponsibility does not end In the satis- 
factory distribution of waters and 
protecting the supply, but the water 
•works superintendent is responsible 
for bringing before the eyes of the 
public the quality of service that is 
being: rendered. Water is found so 
easily and so abundantly 
in this 


state that people do not give the 
water supply their deep considera- 
tion and prefer to be their own Judge 
of the water which they drink. 


"It is due to this fact that the 


•water superintendent must convey 
to people the value of a pure, safe 
•vand adequate water simply. 
The 


first requisite is to know your water 
supply. If the water i^ polluted you 
are confronted with complete pur- 
ification. 
If water Is hard you are 


confronted with the problem of wa- 
ier softening, and, let me say at this 
time, that any city furnishing its 
consumers with a hard water is not 
doing its full share In furnishing 
to consun-ers the suitable supply for 
domestic and commercial purposes 
••which they are entitled to. Sooner or 
.later they will be confronted with 
the abandonment of the hard water 
supply for one that Is considerably 
softer and of lower mineral content, 
or of softening the present hard wa- 
ter. 


MUST REMOVE IRON 


"If the present supply contains 


iron or manganese- or both, these 
also will have to be removed. If the 
•water contains odor, taste, turbidity 
or suspended matter, these also will 
have to b« removed. ''Pure water is 
poselbJe In vney community and it 
is just a question of pries whether it 
Is made «TRJlable. Pure water is 
worth whatever 
It may cost 
to 


procure It The city that 
has It, 


takes advantage of this big- accom- 
plishment knowing fully 
that the 


future industrial growth and expan- 
sion* in any community Is not pos- 
sible where the water supply is In- 
adequate or of doutful purity. 


"The first requisite as mentioned 


previously. Is to thoroughly 
fam- 


iliarize yourself with your problems, 
knowing full well that the time is 
coming when your or your predeces- 
sors will have to face them. If the 
problems are of such a nature-that 
you cannot find the»remedy, do not 
hesitate to call in outside informa- 
tion, secure a good consulting en- 
gineer and have him prepare a pro- 
gram for the improvement of your 
vater supply. 


"In smaller communities the wa- 


ter works superintendent may find 
that he must first sell the water- 
works to the governing body of the 
eity, and once this done and the city 
government is back of you the road 
le much smoother. The public water 
supply 
must be kept before the 


people. Schools, parks, etc.. are be- 
fore the public eye continually and 
the water works in most cities is 
considered by many as a necessary 
evil. -We must adopt some means 
therefore of keeping the water- 
works before the people. The water- 
works should be advertised 
per- 


sistently. Tell the people about the 
•water and about the plant. Explain 
how the plant works, the net work 
of water mains, the number of 
valves, the wonderful hydrants on 
the corners that protect the life and 
property of the city. It may not be 
necessary to advertise our water- 
works to sell more of Qur product 
each succeeding year, but 
if we

J. H. Kuester Outlines His- 


tory of City's Methods of 
Handling Water Supply 


Menasha—J. H. Kuester of Mena 


sha, superintendent of water and 
light, described Menasha's 
Modern 


Water Purification Plant, which cost 
$138,000, at the convention of water 
working men here Thursday. 


"Until 1905 Menasha was without 


a public water supply, but in that 
year Installed a Diesel engine power- 
ed pumping and distribution system 
composed of large cast iron water 
mains with the idea that the city 
would need them in the future as it 
was growing in size," he said. Raw 
water was delivered from Lake Win- 
nebago. This lake furnished an in- 
exhaustible supply, but the water 
was increasingly being contaminated 
by heavy vegetable growths which 
caused it annually to become more 
undesirable for universal use. 


"Up to 1920, no treatment of any 


kind was given the raw water, but 
n that year two chlorine solution 
feed 
machines were 
installed to 


sterilize tho raw water, to guard 
against water borne diseases, 
al- 


though the bacterial count was re- 
markably low. i 


"Pure water was being demanded 


by our customers and city-wide agi- 
ation during: the past 12 years thtre- 
'ore finally convinced the city offic- 
als that a water purification plant 
vas a most-tirfcent necessity and ac- 
cordingly early in 1927 procured the 
'unds with which to build a 4,000,000 
gallon water purification plant. 


BREAK GROUND IN 1927

August 26, 1927, and the plant began

The plant is situated Immedi- 
ately adjacent and attached to to 
he city's Diesel electric power and 
water pumping plant.

rather the person in charge of the doc- 
ument who failed to keep the secret 
and communicated it to the correspon- 
dent This sort of conduct will only 
tend to make the rest of the world 
draw from the Anglo-French pact 
more sinister inferences than might 
otherwise be drawn. Neither will Hor- 
an's expulsion serve as a warning to 
other correspondents except possibly 
to develop a concealment of the identi- 
ty of the one who transmits important 
news items.

ST. LAWRENCE SEAWAY 


Senator Royal S. Copeland, Demo- 


crat of New York, is at least frank in 
his opposition to the St. Lawrence1 


seaway. 4* * luncheon of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the state of Ne\v 
,York, he argued that use of the, Ca- 
nadian route would constitute a direct 
menace to the port of New York. Here 
we have the whole reason for New 
York's opposition to the seaway. It is 
purely a local and selfish opposition, 
having no regard whatsoever for na- 
tional interests or the welfare of the 
great Northwest. 


Senator Copeland knows, as does 


every New Yorker who is fighting the 
St. Lawrence seaway, that disinterest- 
ed engineering opinion, including that 
of the commissions set up to investi- 
gate all outlets from the Great lakes 
to the Atlantic seaboard,, together 
with war department engineers, are 
emphatic in their indorsement of the 
St. Lawrence seaway and their rejec- 
tion of the New York barge canal 
route. Not even fallacious appeals to 
patriotism for an all-American route 
could influence the judgment of these 
engineers. It is their opinion that the 
barge canal scheme is impractical and 
would not afford adequate facilities 
and would require a prohibitory ex- 
penditure. Nowhere in the country is 
the barge canal route taken seriously 
except in New York. 


We are surprised that Senator 


Copeland is making speeches of this 
sort in the midst of a campaign touch- 
ing so vitally the interests of the mid- 
continent. His speeches can ' hardly 
fail to impress the Northwest and the 
Lake states with the fact that they 
still have a formidable fight on their 
hands with New York before they can 
hope to realize authorization and con- 
struction of the St. Lawrence seaway. 
Indirectly this naturally 
affects the 


candidacy -of Mr. Smith, who has per- 
sonally and vigorously 
supported 


New York's opposition. 


The Midwest feels that it never has 


bad' a square dea> in its transportation 
problems while New York and eastern 
states have profited enormously from 
government works like the

canal. It also feels that it is discrim- 
inated against in the provincial oppo- 
sition of New York and the East to 
the St. Lawrence seaway.

With all of this we fully agree, and 


^ we think the American people will 
Subscribe. Religion is after all the 
great mainstay of civilization. Many 
inconsistencies, many 
vices, many 


evils, many crimes, have been commit- 
ted in the name of religion, but graual- 
ly religion is emancipating itself along 
with the world. For centuries both so- 
ciety and government have been in 
conflict with the church for the preser- 
vation of political and personal liber- 
ty. In this fight society and govern- 
ment have won. There still remains 
something "to be done to make the in- 
dividual free from religious tyranny, 
but that ^oo will come. 


The greatest reflection on religion 


today is its structural defects and its 
internal strife, most of which rests on 
ignorance, bigotry and 
intolerance. 


While praising the value of religion 
the president might have appropriate- 
ly referred to some of the outstanding 
weaknesses of the church. It is neces- 
sary to differentiate 
between 
the 


church and religion, strange as it may 
seem. The president might even have 
gone further and made his address the 
occasion for condemning whatever of 
religious intolerance there is in the 
campaign. For after all the great prob- 
lem of religion today is to conform to 
the ordinary dictates of common-sense 
and intelligence in its denominational

The state board of med- 
cal registration suspended Jhe sur- 
geon's license to practice "on ac- 
count of "gross misconduct," not 
so much because of the excessive 
'ee but because the board held that 
the patient had .not received the 
most careful treatment in prepara- 
tion for the operation. 


This surgeon 
appealed 
to 
the 


courts and 
the 
supreme 
judical 


court denied the surgeon's petition 
tor reinstatement. The court 
con- 


sidered a fee of $300 would be just 
n view of- the fact that the entire 
estate was only $3,250. 


Now suppose the entire estate 


lad been $3,250,000, then would a 
'ee of $300,000 be just? 


One • factor seems to have been 


gnored in this case. In some cir- 
cumstances, even in charity prac- 
jce, it demands. great. moral cour- 
age for a doctor to-attempt to res- 
cue a patient from a desperate sit- 
uation. The chances are all against 
even a partial or temporary victory. 
The patient may die in the opera- 
ion. If, as happened in this case 
the outcome is tragic, the doctor is 
quite likely to be criticised and his 
professional reputation Is likely to 
suffer. Too often that Is the penalty 
exacted from the doctor, even if a 
:egal inquiry exonerates him of any 
fault I believe the doctor has no 
recourse in this country. In France 
it is not so. There be may and 
sometimes does tJhrn about and de- 
mand damages for the injury to his 
professional reputation by the un- 
just malpractice charge. 
Suppose, a 
lawyers 
fee 
were 


in question instead of a 
doctor's. 


Suppose the client be condemned to 
death despite the lawyer's effort to 
save him. Would the court fix $300 
as a just compensation for the 
lawyer, knowing the client's estate 
jras $3,250? Perhaps so; but if the 
client were found not guilty and 
set free, then, I dare say, the law- 
yer would take at least half the 
money and the court would sanc- 
tion the diwy. 


As I seo it, the sum a doctor may 


or should exact as a fair fee is the 
same whether tho patient recov- 
ers or not. Indeed J should consid- 
er it a dangerous policy for the 
courts to set up a different custom 
in this. It Is enough that the doc- 
tor lias to tako his reputation in his 
teeth and defy the tongue of jeal- 
ousy and slander when he plunges 
into the rescue of a victim, say. of 
perforated gnstric ulcer. Practically 
sure death awaits the victim if no 
surgeon will take a chance of oper- 
ating: and the surgeon may save 
the man's life or again the patient 
may be so ungrateful as to die on 
the table. It is a bad precedent 
•when the court xvould socm to fa- 
vor an additional penally for fail- 
ure in such a noble endeavor. I say 
it is a noble endeavor, for I have 
soon Rood and hravc men falter and 
retreat when confronted wilh this 
very emergency, leaving the patient 
to tho undisputed claim of death.

If you can get it, drop a drop or 
two of tho luke-warm solution in 
the ear two or three tames daily. 
By standing the vial in warm water 
you can make the solution 
warm 


enough to put in the ear. Cold li- 
quid should not be put in the ear. I 
do not understand how you learned 
that ordinary doctors can't diag- 
nose incipient tuberculosis; I have 
never shared that notion. I 
think 


the man who is best qualified to 
make that diagnosis is your ordin- 
ary family doctor —provided you've 
got one who merits your patronage.

Straus fairly presents the- facts as 
he finds them and lets his readers 
form their own mental portrait 
There 
is however no attempt at 


iconoclasm; the reader 
feels 
all 


through that the author is him- 
self a great admirer of Dickens' 
work. 


There is another reason why the 


book is significant. There is no at- 
tempt to tell anything about the 
substance of the novels, the plots, 
the characters, and so on. The only 
items that are taken from the no- 
vels are those that have 
distinct 


biographical interest. For the rest 
the readers are allowed form their 
own conclusions about the books. 


That leaves the 
field clear for 


the real facts about Dickens' life. 
We hear all about the contracts 
with the publishers, the quarrels 
that those contracts incubated, why 
some books sold and others did not, 
why Dickens was hard up during a 
large part *of his life although he 
earned enormous sums, how his 
family, quarrels affected the pro- 
duction of his books, where" some 
of this famous 
characters 
came 


from, and a thousand other items, 
that are of interest and that aid in 
forming a reliable picture of the 
man. 


The outstanding fact that emerg- 


es out of the biography is that Dick- 
ens was the greatest showman of 
his time. Like Bar num. he knew 
what the people wamted and he fed 
it to them in large doses. He was 
by instinct much more of an actor 
than a novelist and from the ear- 
liest time that he appeared out of 
the obscurity of 
family 
poverty 


while still a boy until almost the 
last day of his life he was an ac- 
tor. He was never happier 
than 


when he was directing private the- 
atricals, and "his various readings 
from his own works, in England 
and on the Continent and in Amer- 
ica, •were the work of a born actor 
and were carefully rehearsed. How 
great an actor 
he was can be 


gathered from the fact 
that he 


carried $100.000 out of America as 
the result of some four months of 
readings. 


And he was very keen to make 


money. Worshipers of Dickens re- 
sent this statement' because 
It 


seems to cast a reflection on his 
sincerity. In 
"Christmas 
Carol," 


for instance, he is all for giving 
generously to the poor, but he al- 
most threw a fit when the book did 
not net him the thousand pounds 
he had confidently expected. And 
the same with many of the other 
books. 
But he was by instinct a show- 


man to the last drop of blood in bis 
veins. He identified himself abso- 
ultely with his characters for the 
time being, and the charge of insin- 
cerity is irrelevant. He was David 
Coppcrfleld & Oliver Twist and the 
others. After the show was 
over 


he expected to be paid. Nothing 
unusual in that.

Used to Pay Functioning 
Expenses 


Oconomowoc— (/«—"Only about 2 


per cent of all taxes go to pay the 
cost of state government, Including 
the constitutional officers, legislature, 
courts and administrative boards, de- 
partments and commissions," C. G. 
Blough, secretary of the state board 
of public affairs, told the League of 
Women Voters from this city. Hart- 
land. Delafleld and Waukesha, in 
an address here Wednesday night. 


None of the general property tax, 


which composed 70.1 per cent of all 
the taxes in the state In 1926. Is 
used, acordlng to the speakers. 


He pointed out that while the cost 


of government represented 15.6 per 
cent of stata expenditures in 1926, 
Its expense of operation was partly 
paid through receipts received. 


"It should be noted that the uni- 


versity and the charitable Institu- 
tions pay very substantial parts of 
their own expense as do some of the 
administrative 
departments," 
Mr. 


Blough said. "In fact, some of the 
departments earn, through their ser- 
vices, considerably more than 
it 


costs to maintain the departments." 


In line with this, the speaker cited 


how the conservation commission is 
wholly supported from its own re- 
venues, -while the grain and ware- 
house commission, treasury 
agent 


and oil inspectors are departments 
which pay their own way and con- 
tribute toward the support of oth- 
ers. 


Taxes, which represented 61.1 per 


cent of state revenues in 1925-26, are 
collected in six ways, Mr. Blough ex- 
plained. He listed them as: general 
property tax, motor vehicles, inheri- 
tance, special property, Income and 
special taxes. 


After deducting state aids, the 


state expenditures are for the univer- 
sity, normal schools, other education- 
al activities, 
teachers' retirement 


fund, charitable and penal institu- 
tions, highways, collection of high- 
way money, bovine and tuberculosis 


k eradication, government 
and non- 


governmental functions, according to 
Mr. Blough.

I Says Badger Dairy Farmers 
"^ Need Republican Protec- 


tive Tariff 


Chicago—VP)—In the present poli- 


tical campaign "two are confronted 
with more than- political revenges or 
protest: wo must met in this land 
of golden butter and cheese and milk 
a problem peculiarly our own In solv- 
ing tho secret of dairy prosperity,' 
said Stephen Bolles, editor of the 
Jancs'villo Gazette in an address en- 
dorsing Herbert Hoover for president 
from station WBBM here Wcdnes 
day night.

night. 


Mr.- Bolles criticised the stand of 


Mr. Smith and the Democratic party 
on tariffs protecting dairy products 


Outlining 
Wisconsin's 
historic 


change from a wheat state to one in 
which ?ilos, or "smokeless chimneys 
rose above each farm plant of our 
dairy industry," he quoted figures at 
length to show the state's prowess 
as a dairy state and the country's 
need for its own dairy products. 


Then the editor from the southern 


Wisconsin dairy section said the Un- 
derwood tariff (Democratic) in plac 
ing a duty of 2% cents on butter had 
brought about the importation of 17 
per cent of the butter used in New 
York and a reduced price on the 
commodity to 28 cents a pound. 


ASKED REMEDY 


"Wisconsin farmers were in the 


doldrirms," 
he continued. 
"They 


asked for a remedy. The Republi- 
cans in Congress had a remedy and 
Al Smith, governor of New York 
had a solution. I want you to get 
this wonderful solution by the gov- 
ernor. It is an economic marvel. It 
was for state control of the milk 
supply,* price and distribution." 


Then Mr. Bolles declared that New 


York farmers registered complaint 
that Canadian milk was doing them 


grave injury, recited New York's 
irying greatness and said 
that 


under the Underwood 
tariff milk 


and cream entered the country free. 
He detailed Gov. Smith's evolution 
of the New York Fair Price milk 
committee and the governor's disap- 
pointment at the Republican legisla- 
ture's refusal to pass its recommen- 
dation for state control of the dairy 
industry. 
He continued: 


CRITICISES SMITH 


This was the Smith Idea—to make 


milk a public utility and let the state 
handle the farmer's product. 
All 


the farmer would have to do would 
be to milk the cows and pitch the 
fodder from the silos. 
Tammany 


would take care of the rest Rural 


New York lius never voted 
Smith. 


"Tho Republican Idea was differ- 


ent. Under the Underwood tariff ac 
that was getting in its <l«adly work 
following the war, all dairy product* 
camo lure free with the exception o 
butter which carried a .tariff of 2% 
cents a pound. In the same year 
that Gov. Smith wanted state con 
trol of milk, tho Republican con 
gross passed tho emergency tarlf 
which covered agricultural and dairy 
products and put an 8 cent duty on 
butter and 2V4 cents a gallon on 
milk. Mr. Wilson vetoed it. Ever> 
Tammany Congressman 
had voted 


against it. But it was Introduced 
again and passed 
and signed b> 


President Harding in May, 1921. In 
tho mcantlr-"! milk was flooding the 
border states from Canada and but- 
ter was coming from New Zealand 
and Denmark and other foreign na- 
tions. 


"Tho tariff on butter was foihid 


Inadequate. It was arised to 12 cents. 
Tho result was almost immediately 
discernible. 
The importations fell 


of and the United States ate home- 
mad ebutter. The price caught up 
with the European market and for 
two years has averaged ten cents

the price paid 
In Copen- 
hagen." 


QUOTES FIGURES 


Quoting several sets of figures for 


these statements, Mr. Bolles told his 
radio audience that "this is some- 
thing more direct and efficient than 
the compulsion of State control of 
your business." 


Tho speaker fhen took Tammany 


leaders to task for opposing the Len- 
root-Tabor 
bill 
"keeping 
out 
of 


American markets milk and cream 
from unsanitary dairies and tubur 
cular cows." 


He said political leaders in New 


York who didn't know a manure 
spreader from a silo objected to this 
bill. They had tried to put butter 
ind milk and cream on the free list 
n another bill introduced in the 70th 
songress by Tammany congressman 
Xoyal Weller. It was supported by 
Democrats and beaten by Republi- 
can votes."

set, eat supper, weave again until 
about 9 o'clock and retire. Two hours 
are necessary for dinner because of 
the large assortment of foods. Inci- 
dentally, the women are not allow'od 
to eat with the men. 


The wool used for weaving rugs Is 


cut in May and is taken to a stream, 
washed, and dried in the sun. This 
process is repeated a 
number or 


times, and then the wool Is strunjt 
on a board full of nails. Later it is 
stamped upon with the bare feet, us- 
ing an "oghla" or beater. 


The course wool is used for the 


nap of the rug, tho finer wool for the 
weft, and tho very fine wool for the 
warp. The dyes are from vegetable*, 
each color having its own make1!', 
who roK.irds his individual formulas 
rollgiouily. 


Thp smallest rugs, which are made 


by tho children, measure about 18 
by 30 Inches and require at least 
four months to weave. The loosest 
rugs woven, according to Mr. Zarza- 
tlan, have 40 to 60 knots to the 
.square inch, while the finest woven 
rug has 400 knots to a square inch. 
The 1'erslan TUKS, which are much 
T, count as high an 600 knots. 
Each oriental rug has a history,
